At the Magistracy yesterday the 
hearing was resumed of the case 
in which Li Shing, formerly in 
the employ of the Hongkong 
Amusements, Ld.. as an operator, 
was charged with breaking into 
and entering the Tai Yat Kinema 
theatre in Yaumati with intent 
to commit a burglary.

British merchant shipbuilding * 


is having a bad time, remarks the 
Duily Chronicle. 

“We are not only completing 
fewer ships: we are starting new 
work on fewer,” it points out. — 
~ Merchant tonnage uaoder coo- 
struction in the United Kingdom 
at the end of June amounts to 
tons—a reduction of 
about 269,000 toca compared with 
the total atthe end ot the pre- 
vioua quarter, 

SUSPENDED WORK. 

But these figures are only 
nominal, and the position is 
worse by reason of the amount of 
tonnage on which work has been 
suspended owing to decline in 
demand, and the large quantity 
of tonnage the completion of 
which has been postponed owing 
to the joiners’ strike and the coal 
dispute. 

Suspeoded work amounts to 
735,000 tons, end delayed comple- 
tion 444,000 tons. These twol 
totals (1,179,000 tons) must be 
deducted to enable a comparison 
to be made with figures for nor- 
mal times. We get a reduced 
total vf 2,331,000 tons under con- 
struc ion. 

Coupared with the quarter 
anded March 31,1921, there has 
been a reduction of about 104,000 
tons in the shipping launched | 
during the past quarter. ol

In 1913 the ever- 
age tonoage completed daring 
each quarter was over 23 per 
cent. of the total work in hand at 
the beginning of the quarter, the 
corresponding figures for the last 
six months are as low as 8 1/2 per 
cent. :

OPIUM [TN YONSNANL 

Opium production, traffic, and 
smoking ia Yunnan are nowadays 
as noticeable as evar. The 
smuggling of the drug into 
Tonking is. carried op to an 
enormous extent, and the large 
seizores made by the Chinese - 
Maritime Customs and by 
the French Customs only 
indicate the importance of the 
illicit trafic. In the Laliang 
district, betweaa' Yunosnfo and 
the eastern frontier of Yunnan, 
abont 4 million taels were pro- 
daced; and between Yunonanfu 
and Kweichow, cther places, such 
az Suntien, Suanwei, Malung, 
Kutsing and Pingi bad en output 
of from I to 2 million taels each. 
Besides these placas of produc- 
tion, opium was also grown at 
Linanfu and Kaihwa. Formerly 
the opium prodvced in those parts 
went through Kwangsiz but 
owing to the quarrel between the 
Yonean and Kwangsi Tuchuns, 
the Younan drug was prevented . 
by the Iatter from crossing 
Kwangsi. Large stocks, therefore, 
accumulated during the year at 
Yubkihsien, the price falling in 
consequence from $1 or $2 per 
tael in 1919 to as low aa $0.70 and 
$0.40 per tael.
